Other maintainers, such as Lorin 
Thwaits, creator of the Canada 
Toronto East Mission homepage, feel 
disclaimers are not necessary. “The 
pages are a virtual mission reunion on 
the web,” Thwaits said. “Do you see 
any reunion flyers posting dis- 
claimers?” 

Harman, who maintains a master list 
of mission homepages, says the main 
problem with the web pages is the 
unauthorized use of the church logo.

However, none of the documents 
were identified as the original text of 
the Unabomber manifesto, the 
35,000-word tract published in The 
Washington Post last year. A source 
told The Associated Press last week

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7-year-old pilot 
of fatal flight 
buried near home

PESCADERO, Calif. — Strangers 
gathered with family and friends 
under gloomy skies Monday to 
remember Jessica Dubroff, the 7-year- 
old girl whose pursuit of a flying 
record brought tragedy and misgiv- 
ings. 

Jessica’s funeral was expected to 
draw hundreds of people and possibly 
include a flyover by her 9-year-old 
brother, Joshua. Joshua takes flying 
lessons, and it was not clear whether 
he or his flight instructor would be 
piloting the plane that his mother, 
Lisa Hathaway, indicated would make 
the flyover. 

The service was to be held in the 
child’s hometown on the California 
coast nearly 40 miles south of San 
Francisco. Burial was planned in a 
nearby cemetery where she used to 
ride her bike. 

Jessica was attempting to become 
the youngest pilot to cross the conti- 
nent when her small plane crashed in 
Wyoming on Thursday. Her father 
and flight instructor also were killed. 

Criticism of the flight has been 
mounting since the crash, with many 
people saying children shouldn’t be 
allowed to fly. Others have wondered 
whether the dream of flying across the 
country was Jessica’s or her parents’. 

A funeral Mass was said Monday 
morning for the flight instructor, Joe 
Reid, and more than 500 people 
attended a vigil for him Sunday 
evening. Lloyd Dubroff’s funeral was 
planned for Tuesday. 

Jessica took off on Wednesday from 
Half Moon Bay, Calif., and was head- 
ed to Falmouth, Mass. Her single- 
engine plane went down in Cheyenne 
shortly after she took off from that 
stopover in an icy rainstorm. 
Investigators have said the plane was 
overloaded. 

The attempt at the record apparently 
had already failed on the first leg, 
when Reid took the controls several 
times, according to Jessica’s mother. 

She said on Sunday that Reid had 
flown the plane once while Jessica 
took a nap. He also landed the plane 
in Cheyenne, and government investi- 
gators said his injuries suggest he was 
flying when the plane crashed. 

“Jessica would have done the entire 
7,000 miles even if she knew she 
wouldn’t break the world record,” 
Hathaway said. “She thoroughly 
enjoyed flying.” 

In Cheyenne, hundreds of people 
carrying teddy bears, balloons and 
flowers remembered Jessica at a 
memorial service on Sunday. 

While the child’s death was a 
tragedy, “an even greater tragedy 
would be never to dream at all,” the 
Rev. David Rockwood told mourners. 
“Even though her dream ended in 
tragedy, it touched our hearts, our 
souls.”

“Waldholtz,’ said Aaron Evans, her assistant press secretary. 

“She just decided it was time to change,” he said. 

Evans said the office would continue using. older stationery with the name 
Waldholtz until it is gone, but new supplies will not carry that name. 

Waldholtz had said in a five-hour press conference in December about trou- 
bles with her estranged husband, Joe, that she planned to use the name 
Waldholtz until her divorce is final and her maiden name is legally restored. 

The divorce is not yet final. 


U.S., China to join in Korean peace talks 


CHEJU-DO, South Korea — President Clinton will propose unconditional 
peace talks between North and South Korea with the United States and China 
as participants, U.S. officials said. 

The president was expected to seek final approval for the initiative in a meet- 
ing with South Korea President Kim Young-sam on his resort island this morn- 
ing, Korean time. Discussions about the proposal have been under way quietly 
for about two months, an official said, speaking on condition of anonymity. 


Until now, the United States has insisted North and South Korea negotiate - 


directly with each other on a permanent peace accord to the long-unsettled 
Korean conflict. : 

North Korea has tried to force the United States into direct negotiations, 
which would put South Korea into a secondary role. Clinton’s initiative is a 
new diplomatic formula for a peace process. 

Some U.S. officials believe that North Korea staged military incursions into 
the Demilitarized Zone earlier this month after learning about the initiative. 
That way, North Korea could claim the United States was reacting to its move, 
in a form of concession. 


20 Americans unaccounted for in Liberia 


WASHINGTON — As a five-ship naval group steamed toward Liberia on a 
still-undefined mission, the State Department said Monday about 20 of the 470 
Americans who were in the country a week ago remained unaccounted for. 

Spokesman Glyn Davies said some of the 20 may have slipped out of the 
troubled country by means other than the evacuation carried out by Air Force 
helicopters that began last week. 

The remainder are either content to remain in Liberia or have been prevented 
by fighting from making it to the embassy compound for evacuation. 

As of Sunday, 65 helicopter sorties had evacuated 1,795 people from 
Monrovia, including 306 Americans. The evacuees hailed from 64 countries. 

A spokesman for Charles Taylor, a top rebel leader, criticized the U.S. airlift. 
“We do not think that the crisis is deep enough to warrant the airlift of people,” 
said the spokesman, Reginald Goodridge. 


Tornado hits Arkansas, kills 7, injures 30 


SYLAMORE, Ark. — The smell of sap from freshly splintered trees hung 
over the Ozark Mountains on Monday after a tornado ripped through during 
the first big tourist weekend of spring, killing seven people. 

Three of the victims were tourists staying at a campground. 

At least 30 people were injured. 

Near the town of Fox, about 15 miles southwest of Sylamore, uprooted pine 
trees leaned against the roof of Skyland Baptist Church, which remained stand- 
ing. The tornado struck while about 30 people were in the hilltop church for 
Sunday night services. 

Hardest hit was the Holiday Mountain Resort, a campground at Sylamore 
with hookups for recreational vehicles and easy access to fishing spots. 

“Tt’s a pretty nice place,’ Reggie Harrell said, then paused. “Tt was.” 

Monday, Gov. Jim Guy Tucker declared Stone and Izard counties disaster 
areas, making residents eligible for financial aid. Preliminary damage estimates 
ranged from $4.5 million to $5 million, according to the state Office of 
Emergency Services.

Pioneer League baseball 
would benefit community 


Within the next two weeks, Provo Mayor George Stewart, Doug Foxley, a leader of 
the ownership group attempting to bring minor league baseball to Provo, and Joe 
Buzas, owner of the Salt Lake Buzz, will meet with National Association of 
Professional Baseball Leagues (NAPBL) President Mike Moore to determine whether 
Provo will be able to have a Pioneer League baseball team as soon as 1997. 

The purpose of the meeting will be to settle Buzas’s territorial claims and to deter- 
mine whether overriding an October 1995 rule would be in the best interests of base- 
ball. Allowing Provo to have a baseball team would not only benefit the community, 
but would foster better competition with other rookie-league teams, particularly the 
Ogden Raptors, and assist local schools that would be allowed to play at the new stadi- 


um. 


Baseball, unlike any other sport, is territorial; any team owner also claims ownership 
rights to the surrounding area. Therefore, Buzas claims that he has rights on not only 
Salt Lake County, but Utah County as well. Previous to October 1995, the standard 
tule was that there must be 35 miles between homeplates for teams to co-exist. 
However, last fall’s ruling decreed that 35 miles and an intervening county must exist 
between homeplates. Therefore, Ogden has no problem hosting its rookie team because 
Davis County: lies between Weber County and Salt Lake County. Since Salt Lake 
County and Utah County share boundaries, Buzas’s territorial claim has merit. 

But Buzas, who is not a Utah resident, must realize that he is already much indebted 
to a state that has expressed willingness to support a Provo Pioneer League team. The 
Buzz are the beneficiaries of generous state and local taxpayers: Franklin Quest Field 
was built for the team using $1.8 million in statewide funds, $13 million in Salt Lake 
City funds, and $3 million in Salt Lake County funds. Therefore, although Buzas owns 
the team, he was lured from Oregon to Utah to reap generous rewards from a state will- 


ing to support his team. 


Also, allowing Provo a baseball team would in no way hinder the Buzz because the 
Provo team would play in the rookie league, the lowest level of minor league baseball, 
while the Buzz play at the AAA level, the highest ranking in the league. The two teams 
would not compete against each other, and though Buzas might a few Utah County 
fans were Provo to get a baseball team, he would probably lose more if he capriciously 
prohibited Utah County from enjoying America’s Pastime. 

BYU would greatly benefit from the proposal because the baseball team would be 
permitted to play at the new stadium. This would enhance the university’s baseball pro- 
gram and would highlight the team’s presence as a serious WAC contender. Local high 
school baseball teams would also play at the new stadium. 

Mike Moore has the power to grant a waiver to the October 1995 rule if he sees it as 
being in the best interests of baseball. Allowing Provo to have a team would help the 
sport polish its tarnished reputation, and would benefit the community. The City of 
Provo has already pledged $1 million for the stadium, drawn from restaurant tax rev- 
enues; NuSkin has also pledged $1 million and the state legislature has promised 
$500,000 for it. Clearly they see promise and potential in allowing a baseball team to 
come to Provo; Moore must see the possibilities and grant a waiver, allowing baseball 


team in Utah County.

Center gives BYU 
multi-cultural perspective 


To the Editor: 

I recently learned of BYU’s Self-Study 
while browsing the BYU web site on the 
Internet. As an alumnus with a B.A. in politi- 
cal science and an M.A. in international and 
area studies from the Kennedy Center, I found 
some of the Study’s recommendations disturb- 
ing, particularly when contextualized with 
BYU’s on-going “Capital Campaign.” 

The Capital Campaign states as one of its 
three major foci, the need to “Extend BYU’s 
-influence.” What this means, according to the 
Capital Campaign’s mission statement, is that 
BYU should continue contributing to “cultural 
understanding” through its preparation of 
“international graduate students,” not to men- 
tion that of undergraduates. 

Ironically, BYU’s Self-Study recommends 
the discontinuation of BYU’s International 
Development Studies M.A. program, in addi- 
tion to elimination undergraduate area studies 
programs for Latin America, Canada, and 
Europe — all this, while the university claims 
to be expanding. How sad it is that the univer- 
sity undermines area studies programs that 
enhance “cultural understanding,” while con- 
tradictorily proclaiming BYU as an “interna- 
tional university” serving an “international 
church.” 

BYU’s international and area studies pro- 
grams have, in the past, produces culturally 
aware people in scholarship, business, and in 
homes and the Church. Such programs open 
students’ minds and promote a future for the 
Church based on cultural understanding, flexi- 
bility, and charity — all important in spread- 
ing the Gospel to the ends of the earth. The 
alternative — and I have seen it — is sadden- 
ing: cultural insensitivity, ethno-centrism, big- 
otry, and hatred. By omitting degree programs 
that promote international civic responsibility

and understanding, BYU tacitly promotes the 
latter alternative, ultimately hurting itself, and 
undermining the Church’s and the “Capital 
Campaign’s” alleged goals of extending BYU 
and Church influences. 

Please, reconsider the university’s Self-

area studies programs.

‘Christmas Box’ 
author releases 
new book in Utah

Utah will get the first peek at the 
follow-up to Richard Paul Evans’ 
breakthrough first novel “The 
Christmas Box” today, one day before 
its national release. 

“Timepiece,” which is being billed 
as a prequel to “The Christmas Box,” 
is expected by publisher Simon and 
Schuster to be a big seller. The com- 
pany has committed to a 500,000 
copy first printing and has deemed 
demand for “Timepiece” to be high 
enough to warrant a second printing 
before release. 

“T’m no expert, but usually 100,000 
copies is a reasonable first printing. 
500,000 is a phenomenal number of 
books to start out with,” said Evans’ 
publicist Lois Ann S. Dudley. 

“The Christmas Box” will be a 
tough act to follow. To date it has sold 
approximately 1.4 million copies in 
hardcover, 1.1 million copies in 
paperback, and simultaneously held 
the number-one spot on the New York 
Times bestseller list in both hardcover 
and paperback fiction categories. In 
addition to being sold in more than 30 
countries in 13 languages, “The 
Christmas Box” was made into a 
movie. 

Evans has requested that Utahns get 
the first look at “Timepiece,” so it will 
be released in all Utah bookstores 
Tuesday. Every bookstore in Utah 
will also receive 10 copies signed by 
the author, according to a press 
release. Evans, who grew up in Salt 
Lake City, attending Cottonwood 
High School and the University of 
Utah, decided to release “Timepiece” 
a day early in Utah as a token of grati- 
tude for the state’s support of his first 
novel. 

“Richard was very appreciative of 
response to ‘The Christmas Box.’

Cougars win at Nationals

With contributions from each team 
member, the BYU racquetball team 
successfully defended its title and are 
national champions for the second 
consecutive year. 

The Cougars returned home Sunday 
evening from California very tired, 
but ecstatic as they managed to com- 
pile the largest point total of any team 
in the nation.

It was Saturday morn- 
ing, toward the end of the tournament, 
and BYU and Memphis State were 
battling for the top honors. 

“Saturday morning we were told 
that if we won the rest of our games, 
we would be number one,” Capener 
said. “But we lost two matches (out of 
the 15 played that day) we weren’t 
sure how it would come out.”

Grand Canyon park employees recall memorable gues

GRAND CANYON NATIONAL 
PARK, Ariz. — Just another day on 
the job for Grand Canyon mule guide 
David Rodriguez — until he watched 
a one-legged man hop his way 10 1/2 
miles to the bottom of the canyon. 

When the hiker got to the bottom, he 
got on his crutches for the trip back 
up. 

“You can’t believe the things you 
see in here, I tell you,” Rodriguez 
said. 

For the hundreds of people who 
work at the Grand Canyon, the 
tourists are often more of a spectacle 
than the 10-mile wonder of the world. 

“They’ll swear they heard there was 
a Taco Bell down there at the bottom,” 
said mule guide Lisa Hunter. “Or 
sometimes you see clothing strewn 
along the trail. If there’s a backpack, 
that means they’re naked in the 
creek.” 

Guides have seen people hike in 
high heels and bare feet, or while 
playing the saxophone or violin, or 
while belting out hymns in Latin. 

Canyon workers circulate among 
themselves a list of dumb questions 
from visitors. Among them: “What 
time does the geyser go off?” (Sorry, 
that’s Old Faithful at Yellowstone 
National Park) “Where are the four 
faces?” (South Dakota’s Mount 
Rushmore) And: “Ts there going to be 
a sunset tonight?” 

Park employees retelling Grand 
Canyon stories repeatedly mention 
those hikers who venture off the main 
trails without proper training, clothing 
or food. 

“Usually people just panic. They
